EL CAJON — Over 50 local Vietnamese clergy 
and laity will join 7,000 other Vietnamese Catholics 
living outside their homeland to witness Pope John 
Paul II’s canonization of 117 Vietnamese martyrs in 
St. Peter’s Square in Rome June 19. 

Father Joseph Vu, associate pastor at Holy Spirit 
Church, Oak Park, and Father Joseph Long, in 
residence at Our Lady of the Sacred Heart Church, 
East San Diego, will attend the ceremonies. 

Other Vietnamese Catholics will celebrate the 
event with a Mass at Our Lady of Grace Church in El 
Cajon June 19 at 3:30 p.m. Bishop Leo T. Maher 
will be the principal celebrant of this liturgy, and 
Father Joseph Bien, chaplain of the Vietnamese 
Catholic Community, will be among the 
concelebrants. 

Father Vu predicted the canonization will fortify 
the faith of local Vietnamese Catholics and motivate 
some to return to the church. 

The martyrs to be canonized were beatified during 


a 90-year period under the pontificates of Popes Leo” 


XIII, Pius X and Pius XII. 
This group of martyrs included 96 who were 
Vietnamese, 11 Spanish and 10 French. Eight

bishops and 50 priests were among them. 

The names of those soon to be declared saints and 
the miracles attributed to their intercession are found 
in the book, ‘‘The History of 117 Vietnamese Holy 
Martyrs,’’ by Msgr. Tran Ngoc Thu, postulator for 
their cause, Father Bien said. 


Some 130,000 Vietnamese Catholics were 


martyred between 1580 and 1885 during the reign of 


three rulers who prohibited practicing the Catholic 
faith. 

The Vietnamese government recently barred the 
country’s bishops from attending the ceremonies, 
according to Vatican and church sources in Rome. 

Communist officials in Vietnam strongly protested 
the upcoming canonization, according to a statement 
issued in March by the communist country’s 
religious affairs commission. 

The Vietnamese statement said the decision to 
canonize the martyrs ‘‘deforms the history of our 
country, offends non-believers, corrodes national 
unity, harms the progress in relations between the 
state and the Catholic community, and creates an 
obstacle to the Vietnamese desire: to have a 
relationship of good will and friendship with the 
Vatican.”’ 

A Vatican official said the Vatican takes into 
account the “‘opportuneness’’ of all canonizations

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OLSH unites to combat crime in area

EAST SAN DIEGO — From 19 to 93 
years of age, several members of a 
standing-room crowd of more than 250 
from Our Lady of the Sacred Heart 
parish community assembled in the 
parish hall June 6, aired their concerns of 
the deterioration of their neighborhood 
due to drug-dealing and using and other 
crimes, such as burglary, mugging, 
prostitution and vandalism. 

Listening were Deputy Police Chief 
Mike Rice and Lt. Bill Becker of the San 
Diego Police Department, who took notes 
and later assured the people of help and 
response. 

The parish community organization 
asked the police department to 
immediately start focusing on four drug- 
dealing and drug-using hot-spot areas — 
around the church at Marlborough and 
41st streets, Fairmount and Myrtle area, 


Menlo Avenue area south of University, 


Azalea Park in the evening. 

Becker, in charge of WECAN 
(Walking Enforcement Campaign 
Against Narcotics), a 40-member foot 
patrol, promised immediate action in 
those areas. 

Rice promised quick response time and 
urged community members to notify the 
police. ‘‘We can only help you if you help 
us. ... Let us know what is going on like 
you are tonight.”’ 

He also promised to stay in contact 
with the community organization to keep 
aware of the neighborhood’s problems. 

The Our Lady of the Sacred Heart 
Parish Community Organization was 
developed with the help of the San Diego 
Organizing Project and a $25,500 grant 
to SDOP from the the U.S. bishops’ 
Campaign for Human Development. 
People of the diocese contribute to the 
campaign each November. 

The grant to SDOP announced last 
September was. to enable the OLSH 
group and a community organizing group 
at Our Lady of Mt. Carmel parish, San 
Ysidro, to be formed. 

Daniel O’Neal, principal of Our Lady 
of the Sacred Heart School and a resident 
of the OLSH community for 40 years, 
presided at the meeting. 

Translation services in Spanish and 
Vietnamese were provided by Rod 
Valdevia and Permanent Deacon Peter 
Can Nguyen respectively. 

Father Francis Penko, pastor, opened 
the meeting with a prayer and a Scripture 
reading which expressed the Christian 
teaching that if one part of the body 
suffers, the whole body suffers. 

O’Neal explained that a committee was

formed to identify the root causes of the 
deterioration of the quality of life in their 
community. 

After listenting to some 300 responses 
in a six-month period it became clear, he 
said, after sifting through the acts of 
crimes and violence which had engulfed 
their community, the real problem was 
drug using and dealing. 

“‘Now the community members are 
ready to act,’ he said, “‘in regaining 
control of their neighborhood from the 
criminal elements exploiting its 
residents’’ and are asking law 
enforcement officials for help.

Trustees, and Dr. Author E. Hughes, 
USD president, will present Cardinal Sin 
with an honorary doctorate degree from 
the university.

Because of his active 
civic affairs in San Diego, he was instrumental in bringing 
St. Augustine High School into the City League and created 
a Catholic presence at high levels in the community.

As a Catholic, aren’t you intrigued how those TV 
preachers use theatrics, elocutionary skills and a simplistic 
message based on a Strict and literal interpretation of 
Scripture? 

Though not totally buying the theology, I think many 
Catholics tune in, at least occasionally, and find some 
inspiration. 

Perhaps you have wished, as I have, for some Catholic 
programs, Catholic preachers. Actually, with the 
widespread use of cable TV systems, there are probably 
more programs available today than ever. But getting 
them is another question. 

In fact, on Saturdays from 3 to 6 p.m. several Catholic 
programs are aired on Christian Communications 
Network, including ‘“‘Kingdom Living’’ at 3:30 p.m., 
featuring Deacon Bob Mueller of our diocese. But you 
have to be a subscriber to a cable company that airs CCN 
to receive them. 

Then there are the ‘‘less than prime time’’ Sunday 
morning programs — Sunday Mass on Channel 39, 
Sunday Focus, an ecumenical religious news program on 
Channel 10, and Heart of the Nation, a Catholic news 
magazine program, on Channel 11, all at 6:30. Thank 
God for VCRs and those who are fortunate to have one. 

But there is one major supplier of Catholic programs to 
cable companies that is absent in San Diego — the 
Eternal World Television Network founded by Mother 
Angelica, abbess of the cloistered Poor Clares Nuns of 
Perpetual Adoration in Birmingham, Ala. 

Her satellite network, now transmitting 24 hours of 
Catholic and family programs daily, has more than 10 
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million viewers, primarily through cable systems. Those 
who have satellite dishes can also receive EWTN. 

Obviously, Mother Angelica has been quite successful 
in getting cable systems to provide a channel, as a 
community service, for her programming. It costs the 
cable companies nothing to pick up EWTN and air it. 

We in San Diego have not been successful in getting 
EWTN on local cable systems, including the two major 
ones, Cox and Southwestern. 

In a recent meeting with Cox officials, a local 
delegation said that there are 46 parishes, 50,251 Catholic 
families and 252,261 estimated individual Catholics in the 
cable company’s viewing area. 

Those figures indicated to Cox officials there is enough 
of a potential market for the comapny to at least consider 
airing a few hours a week of EWTN’s 24-hour 
programming. But they’ve made no commitment so far. 

What should interest them further is receiving letters 
from subscribers expressing disappointment that the 
company does not air EWTN and urging Cox to start 
airing the Catholic network soon. 

Also, letters from many non-subscribers, expressing 
their willingness to subscribe if the company started airing 
EWTN 24 hours a day, should influence Cox officials.

A very powerful devotion 


Every priest hears the complaint, fairly frequently, that 
goes something like this: I don’t feel as close to God as I used 
to, or, I’m not praying as fervently as I once did. 

That feeling is a very healthy sign that one’s devotional 
life needs to be revised. It’s really a great grace because the 
person is being invited to go on to ahigher plane of closeness 
with God. 

Devotion, by its very definition, is a spontaneous 
response to an acknowledged truth. In the sense in which we 
are using it, it is a spontaneous response to Christ through 
the truths of theology. 

Authentic Catholic devotions have to be incarnational, 
that is, Christ-centered. Our devotions to the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, for instance, come from the dogma that she is 
the Mother of God, that her Son, the God-man, is the only 
reason for her many privileges. Our devotions to the saints 
stem from the fact that they are Christ’s friends in a most 
heroic way. 

When our prayers seem dry and unanswered, it is usually 
a sign that we have let our prayers get into arut. They have 
become rote, a habit, a drudgery that must be performed. 
That’s the warning sign to look for the next step in your 
spiritual growth. 

During the month of June, the church invites us to look at 
devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. This is the symbol of 
his ineffable love for us. Don’t be mislead by that word 
‘‘ineffable,’’ so often used in devotions to the Sacred Heart. 
It means his love is limitless, his mercy unending, his 
identification with us beyond reason or compare. 

A little over a year ago, Pope John Paul II wrote aletter to 
the Jesuits to urge them to continue to promote devotion to 
the Sacred Heart. Ever since the Sacred Heart appeared to 
St. Margaret Mary Alacoque, and through her to her Jesuit 
spiritual director, Blessed Claude de la Colombiere, the 
Jesuits have been pioneers in this devotion. 

Pope John Paul observed that traditional Sacred Heart 
devotions, such as the observance of the Holy Hour and the 
reception of Holy Communion on the First Fridays of the 
month, remain valid and should ‘‘still be offered to the

faithful.’’ 

The love of the Sacred Heart of Jesus leads the Catholic to 
a greater understanding of the real presence of the risen 
Christ in the Holy Eucharist, to a greater realization of the 
love expressed by the work of Christ Crucified, and to a 
desire to share in the apostolate of the church, the mystical 
body of Christ. 

The Enthronement of the Sacred Heart is a family 
devotion in which the head of the family installs a picture or 
statue of the Sacred Heart in a prominent place in the home 
and recites an act of consecration of the family to Jesus 
Christ. It should them be honored on a fairly regular basis. 

Ina private revelation to St. Margaret Mary in 1675, Our 
Lord communicated 12 very powerful promises to those 
who practiced devotion to his Sacred Heart. 

He promised: (1) all the graces necessary for their state in 
life; (2) peace in their families; (3) comfort in their sorrows; 
(4) secure refuge in life and at the hour of death; (5) 
abundant blessings in all their works; (6) to be ‘‘an infinite 
ocean of mercy”’ for sinners; (7) tepid souls would become 
fervent; (8) fervent souls would advance rapidly to 

perfection; (9) homes would be blessed where his picture 
or statue was honored; (10) priests would be effective with 
even the most hardened sinners; (11) those who promote 
this devotion would have their names inscribed in his 
heart. 

Finally, the great promise, (12) all who receive Holy 
Communion for nine consecutive First Fridays would have 
the grace of final perseverance. 

If you need a lift in your spiritual life, if you feel the need 
for new life and a renewed direction in your devotional life, 
study this devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. It is totally 
Christ-centered and very, very powerful.

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Father learns

EL CAJON — Deacon Jim Roy, 
whose den is lined with shelves of books 
and Father’s Day gifts, could write a book 
himself about fatherhood and family life. 

He and his wife, Carmen, have six 
children, ages 3 to 24, and have provided 
short-term foster care for 27 infants 
through Catholic Community Services. 

The first chapter of Jim’s story might 
be titled ‘‘Joshua,’ a child the Roys 
adopted two years ago through CCS. 
They called him J.J. because his birth 
mother had named him John. 

“Joshua changed our lives,’’ Deacon 
Roy said, explaining that the infant 
exhibited congenital problems at birth 
and was put on a respirator at the request 
of his birth mother. 

He had a thoracic syndrome; his lungs 
could not expand sufficiently for normal 
breathing, Carmen explained. 

“We still wanted to adopt him — no 
matter what the problems,’’ the deacon 
said, recalling the family’s immediate 
bonding with the baby. 

In order to accommodate a live-in 
nurse that Joshua's condition required, 
the Roys either had to enlarge their 
Paradise Hills home or move. They opted 
for the latter and bought a Rancho San 
Diego home with a family room on the 
first floor for Joshua. 

The infant’s illness brought Jim and 
Carmen to Children’s Hospital intensive 
care unit every night. They bathed him, 
fondled him and lived for the day their 
newest treasure could come home. 

They and_their daughter Melissa, then 
18, were trained at the hospital to care for 
the respirator and insert food and 
medication into the tubes that kept the 
baby alive. 

A thick scrapbook of photos taken by 
Jim — complete with Joshua’s footprints 
and hand prints and illustrations made by 
John Roy, then 6 — tells the story of the 
family’s hospital home. 

Ordinarily, only two members could 
visit Joshua at one time. But for parties 
on Thanksgiving, Christmas, Valentine’s

Day and Easter, all were admitted to the 
TLC room they decorated for each 
occasion. 

Joshua responded to the festivities, Jim 
said. His eyes followed the paper turkeys, 
reindeer and valentines, just as his ears 
caught the melodies of taped children’s 
songs. 

Over the months, the child showed 
improvement and was scheduled to go 
home on the day of his parents’ 25th 
wedding anniversary. They were elated. 

A week before that date, their delight 
turned to tears after learning Joshua was 
bleeding into his lungs and would not 
survive. 

Carmen held her 10-month-old son as 


Local group assists 
Sister’s work in Haiti

SAN DIEGO — Last February, Sister 
Virginia. McMonagle, RSCJ, left her 
position as director of 
relations at the University of San Diego to 
work at an orphanage and establish a 
hospice for children dying of AIDS and 
malnutrition in Port-au Prince, Haiti. 

Shortly after she left, a local support 
group was formed to raise funds for the 
local missionary. 

Pat Keating, a parishioner of All 
Hallows Church in La Jolla and friend of 
Sister McMonagle, helped establish the 
San Diego Friends of Father Wasson’s 
Orphans, whose objective is to provide 
financial assistance, supplies and love for 
Sister McMonagle. 

Franciscan Father Wasson began 
adopting and educating youth in Mexico 
over 30 years ago. He later extended his 
efforts to Honduras and Haiti, 
establishing orphanages for children of 


the poverty-stricken countries, said 
Keating. 
Sister McMonagle assists Father 


Richard Frechette, CP, director of the 
Haitian orphanage located outside the 
city limits of Port-au-Prince. 

Children taken in at any of Father 
Wasson’s orphanages are adopted and 
become members of his extended family. 

The orphanage, Nos Petits Freres et 
Soeurs; (Our Little Brothers and Sisters) 
currently houses 40-45 children. In a 
recent correspondence from Sister 
McMonagle to Keating, the nun said 
three of the children have AIDS and at

least two have tuberculosis. 

According to a letter from Father 
Frechette, half the children born in Haiti 
die before their fifth birthday. 

Many of the children that come to the 
orphanage are afflicted with meningitis, 
tuberculosis, mononucleosis and 
malnutrition. Some require immediate 
hospitalization, wrote Father Frechette. 

“Trying to make the best of times out 
of the worst of times is certainly the 
impossible dream ... but, the impossible 


_ dream may not be so impossible for those 


who believe the few loaves fed many 
thousands and that Jesus rose from the 
dead,’’ said Father Frechette. 

Father Frechette and _ Sister 
McMonagle~-are working to open a 
hospice for those dying of contagious 
illnesses. Negotiations are being made to 
purchase and convert a Port-au-Prince 
hotel into a hospice. 

Locally, Keating has arranged for 
furnishings from a closed convalescent 
home to be sent to Haiti via Mission 
Aviation, a small private airline based in 
Ft. Lauderdale, Florida. Flights are made 
four times a week to over 2,000 missions 
worldwide, she said. . 

San Diego Friends of Father Wasson’s 
Orphans has established an account with 
the airline for Sister McMonagle so that 
she may request items which the airline 
can locate and fly directly to her. 

“If you mail a package, you never 
know if it will get there (to Haiti). This 
way you know it will be delivered 
directly,”’ said Keating. 

“Our group is a financial arm for

Jim unplugged the respirator. Then he 
held the lifeless form close to him and said 
goodbye. 

‘His spirit is alive,’’ Jim said. ‘“‘He 
taught us patience, understanding and 
tolerance’’ when he endured pain without 
being able to cry. 

The deacon could follow the chapter on 
Joshua with his reflections on Father’s 
Day. 

‘“The experience (with Joshua) made 
me value more the gift of life and the 
blessings of our eight children. The 


beauty of helping children grow and 
become good Christians and citizens is 
the most valuable thing you can pass on,”’ 


he said.

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘We are called to be the love of God 
to others,’’ Father Pat Crowley, SSCC, told some 1,000 
participants at the fifth annual Diocesan Catholic 
Charismatic Conference held June 3-5 at the San Diego 
Convention and Performing Arts Center. 

The program, which centered on the theme, ‘‘Called 
To Be Holy,’’ was sponsored by the Diocesan 
Charismatic Renewal Center (DCRC). 

Father Crowley of Chino Hills, Calif., challenged the 
crowd to practice ‘‘incarnational spirituality”? — 
experiencing Jesus, “‘the expression and sign of God’s 
love,’ and channeling that love to others. ‘‘Union with 
God is not the result of programs, but a life of 
uncompromising creative fidelity’’ and sacrifice, he said. 

Such holiness calls for self-knowledge and openness to 
God, and taking risks to evangelize others, he said. ‘‘The 
greatest risk in life is to risk nothing.”’ 

The Gospel calls Christians to “‘release those bound 
unjustly, break every bondage, clothe the naked”’ ... visit 
the sick, ‘“‘minister to our own environments,’’. forgive 
everyone and heal relationships and divisions, Father 
Crowley added. 

He urged the audience to be instruments of healing to 
those who are. ostracized from society, such as AIDS 
patients. 

Bert Ghezzi, author and editorial director for Strang 
Communications, spoke on the topic, ‘‘Abide in Me.” 

Christians who ‘‘abide in God’s presence are made 
holy by the Holy Spirit who dwells in us’’ and produces 
fruits such as love, joy, peace and kindness. Witnessing to 
people these fruits of the Spirit enables them ‘‘to meet 
Jesus when they see us,’’ Ghezzi said. 

Abiding in Jesus can be achieved by receiving the 
Eucharist, praying before the Blessed Sacrament and 
obeying God’s word revealed in Scripture, he added. 

“‘We will participate in miracles all the ‘time’’ by 
becoming disciples and ‘‘doing what Jesus tells us,’ 
Ghezzi said, citing the servants at the wedding feast of

by the Christian values that permeate 
their home where ‘‘a spiritual dimension 
is inculcated’ during prayer, work, 
conversations and entertainment.

explained his change of heart to a cancer

Jackie Giacalone of St. Vincent de Paul 
parish gave guidelines for developing 
union with God in her address, ‘‘Living 
Alone in Holiness.”’ 

Essential for-a relationship with God is 
accepting one’s situation in life by 
realizing ‘‘we are always in favor with 
God,’’ she said. ‘‘An_ intimate 
relationship with God gives us a serene 
spirit and becomes a source of strength by 
which we can separate ourselves from the 
hurts and discouragements of daily life,’’ 
she said. ‘This union can be acquired 
through centering prayer, a form of 
contemplating the Lord ‘‘deep within

People’s relationship with God deepens 
as they become ‘‘whole or healed of grief, 
pain and anger,’’ Giacalone said. 
““Unless we love ourselves as God loves us 
and appreciate our personhood, we 


cannot be whole, authentic, human 
beings.”’ 
This healing requires forgiveness. 


““Unforgiveness can be the greatest thorn

Giacalone also emphasized the need for 
community as a “‘place to learn to share 
more of ourselves, serve others and search 
for holiness.’ Through interaction we 
teach each other and grow in sensitivity”’ 


to our family and friends, she said. 

In her talk, Sister Nancy Keller, SC, 
said that all are called to holiness, not only 
those who spend hours a day in prayer. 

She is a member of the National 
Service Committee for the Catholic 
Charismatic Renewal in the United 
States. 

“The Spirit was given to us to make us 
missionaries, not to make _ us 
comfortable,’’ she said, stressing the 
importance of evangelizing in creative 
ways. 

Effective methods of evangelization 
include telling others ‘‘how the Lord has 
touched me’’ and inviting people to 
places ‘‘where Jesus is being 
proclaimed,’’ such as prayer meetings 
and prayer breakfasts, she said. 

“The charismatic movement should be 
devoted to (developing) personal 
relationships with Jesus manifested in 
loving one another and reaching out in 
service,’’ she said. ‘‘Our philosophy is 
not to swell our numbers ... but to be a 
vitalizing force in the church.”’ 

Conference participants 
enthusiastic about the sessions. 

Frances Darnell of St. Therese parish, 
Del Cerro, called the praise rally 
“dynamic. Emotion was expressed, but it 
was a deép spiritual experience. You 
can’t help being changed in the presence 
of that much grace,’’ she said. 


Van Holland, a member of the DCRG 
pastoral board, said the message of 
holiness dominated all of the conference 
sessions. ‘‘The call to holiness is simple’’ 
to understand, but difficult to attain, he 
said. ‘‘It’s 10 percent our work and 90 
percent the Lord’s work. Our job is to be 
open to the power of the Spirit who draws 
us into activities that make us holy,’’ he 
said.

EL CAJON — The first graduates of St. Madeleine 
Sophie’s Center cliniéal pastoral education, (CPE) 
program have returned to their ministries in parishes, 
hospitals, retiremient homes and jails with. polished 
counseling tools. : 

- Seven graduates completed one or two quarters of 
classes and field training in personal, -pastoral and 
theological education. Each quarter consists of 400 hours 
of participation, said Sister Anita Lapeyre, RSCJ, 
director. 

She presented certificates to thé following graduates 
during cerémonies at. the center June 9:. Father Paul 
Balio, in residence at the Church of the Most Precious 
Blood, Chula Vista; Father Laurence Sweeney, associate 
pastor at St. James Church, Solana Beach; Deacon Jack 
Gallagher, St.. James Church; Barbara Kamm, San 
Rafael Church, Rancho Bernardo; Shirley Capodice and 
Margaret Morgan, Our Lady of Grace Church, El 


’ Cajon; and Mary Fairhurst of Spokane, Wash. 


Developmentally disabled adults at St. Madeleine 
Sophie’s Center attended the event. Many extended 
personal good wishes to the graduates. 

The CPE students had been assigned to counsel a 
group of 20 adults at the center as part of their field 
experience, Sister Lapeyre told the Southern Cross. 

The center's CPE program is the only one in the 
diocese that offers its graduates certification by the United 
States Catholic Conference Commission on Certification 
and Accreditation, the director explained. 

The program helps students discern their qualifications 
to deal with people with special needs, Sister Lapeyre 
said. ‘‘We are all called to ministry through Baptism; 
some are called to a more formal ministry through the 
church.”’ 

The CPE program gives participants both theory and 
practice in pastoral counseling. 

They attend a series of seminars on topics such as 


Scripture, sacraments, prayer, counseling, terminal 
illness and mental retardation. 
Students gain on-site experience at St. Madeleine 


Sophie’s and at Mercy Hospital where they work as 
chaplain interns under the supervision of Elaine Martin,

director of Chaplaincy Services. 

Their activities also include leading worship services, 
preparing clients for the reception of sacraments and 
interpersonal group discussions. 

Sister Lapeyre stressed the importance of the students’ 
spiritual development. ‘‘Our ministry is only as effective 
as our spirituality,’ she said. ‘‘CPE is a process of 
integrating the theory of ministry into our own lives.’’ 

The graduates praised the program for contributing to 
their own spiritual growth and to the effectiveness of their 
ministries. e 

Deacon Gallagher said he acquired ‘‘a new vision of 
self’? — insights he will share as he counsels married 
couples and patients in North County hospitals and 
nursing homes. 

Kamm said the program showed the counselor as ‘‘a 
companion in other people’s pain’’ and one who ‘‘draws 
out the answers that are within each person.’” She will 
apply these principles in her ministry to inmates in the El 
Cajon county jail.

Jennings’ ordination to the diaconate 


were two families who he feels have been 
very supportive to him — Bob and Mary 
Ann Tager of San Clemente and Sid and 
Jean Durham of Camarillo. 

Those who filled the church for the 10 
a.m. liturgy watched as Bishop Maher, in 
the ancient tradition, laid his hands on the 
heads of Father Sweeney and Deacon 
Jennings, symbolizing the conferral of the 
authority and responsibility of Holy 
Orders received through the power of the 


_Holy Spirit. 


Priests of the diocese filed by and one 
by one laid their hands on the head of 
Father Sweeney. 

He received help putting on his 
vestments from Father James Cribbin, an

College of Cardinals 
to number 11 from U.S.

When Pope John Paul inducts 
Archbishop James A. Hickey of 
Washington and Archbishop Edmund C. 
Szoka of Detroit into the College of 
Cardinals on June 28 at the Vatican, the 
U.S. membership in the college will rise 
to 11. 

The pope announced on May 29 the 25 
new cardinals representing 18 countries, 
including two from the United States. 
(Southern Cross, June 3). 

Listed in order of age, the U.S. 
cardinals are: 

® Cardinal John J. Carberry, retired 
archbishop os St. Louis, who at 83 is no 
longer eligible to vote in a papal election. 
He was named a cardinal in 1969 and was 
archbishop of St. Louis from 1968 to 
1979. 

e Cardinal John F. Dearden, retired 
archbishop of Detroit, who at 80 also is no 
longer eligible to vote in a papal election. 
He was named a cardinal in 1969 and was 
archbishop of Detroit from 1958 to 1980. 

¢ Cardinal Timothy Manning, retired 
archbishop of Los Angeles. At 78 he is 
eligible to vote in a papel election until his 
80th birthday Nov. 15, 1989. He was 
archbishop of Los Angeles from 1970 to 
1985 and was named a cardinal in 1973. 

® Cardinal John J. Krol, retired 
archbishop of Philadelphia. At 77 he is 
eligible to vote in a papal election until his 
80th birthday Oct. 26, 1990. He was 


archbishop of Philadelphia from 1961 
until last Feb. 11 and was named a 
cardinal in 1967. 

@ Cardinal Myroslayv I. Lubachivsky, 
73, a naturalized U.S. citizen and Rome- 
based leader of all Ukrainian Catholics. 
He was born in Dolyna, Ukraine, moved 
to the United States in 1947 and became 
head of the Ukrainian Archdiocese of 
Philadelphia in 1979. He became chief 


archbishop of the Ukrainian Catholics | 


worldwide in 1984 and was named a 
cardinal in 1985. 

e Cardinal John J. O’Connor of New 
York, 68. He was named archbishop of 
New York in 1984 and was named a 
cardinal in 1985. ; 

© Cardinal-designate James A. 
Hickey of Washington, 67. He has been 
archbishop of Washington’since 1980. 

®. Cardinal William W. Baum, 61, 
who resides at the Vatican as head of the 
Congregation for Catholic Education. He 
was archbishop of Washington from 1973 
to 1980 and was named a cardinal in 
1976. 

© Cardinal-designate Edmund C. 
Szoka of Detroit, 60. He has been 
archbishop of Detroit since 1981. 

© Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago, 60. He was named archbishop 
of Chicago in 1982 and was named a 
cardinal in 1983. 

e@ Cardinal Bernard F. Law of Boston, 
56. He was named archbishop of Boston

Bishops support 


anti-surrogate bill 


SACRAMENTO — The California 
Catholic Conference supports legislation 
which was passed by the state Assembly 
May 23 to outlaw surrogate parenting 
contracts under which women are paid to 
bear children for infertile couples. 

The measure, Assembly Bill 3200, 
authored by Assemblywoman Sunny 
Mojonnier (R-Encinitas), was sent to the 
Senate on a bipartisan 43-24 vote. 
Mojonnier said during the debate, ‘‘I feel 
very strongly babies should not be 
exchanged for money.”’ 

She also quoted from a May 11 letter to 
members of the Assembly from Father 
William Wood, SJ, executive director of 
the California Catholic Conference. The 
letter, stating the CCC’s support for AB 
3200, noted that ‘‘the contract to engage 
a surrogate parent for a fee, in effect 
treats a woman as a service center and her 
baby as a commodity.”’ 

AB 3200 would invalidate any contract 
in which a woman agrees, before she 
becomes pregnant, to accept payment to 
bear a child for another couple. It would 
not, however, prevent couples from later 
obtaining the child through normal 
private or public adoption procedures. 

The measure would also make it a 
felony for anyone to assist in arranging a 
surrogate contract and a misdemeanor for 
those who advertise for women willing to 
participate in the arrangement. 

AB 3200 now awaits action by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 

Opponents of the bill have argued that 
passage of the measure will create a

Century

situation of despair for those people who 
want children but are unable to have 
them. They also contend that surrogate 
contracts will continue to be made 
regardless of the bill’s outcome. 

“It is critically important that 
Californians are aware of the power of the 
opposition to this bill,’’ noted Father 
Wood. ‘“‘It is important that people 
contact their state senators to secure 
passage of the bill.’ (Letters can be 
directed to senators at the State Capitol, 
Sacramento, Ca. 95814, or call (916) 
322-9900.) 

Surrogation legislation has been 
introduced in 26 states and the District of 
Columbia. In addition, laws in effect in 
Louisiana and Nebraska ban surrogation 
contracts, while an Arkansas law 
recognizes them as valid. 

In California, three cases involving 
surrogate contracts are pending in state 
courts. 

In his May 11 letter, Father Wood said 
that surrogate parenting ‘‘does violence 
to the rights of all persons involved and 
creates situations in which irreconcilable 
and long-standing disagreements and 
hatreds are the inevitable outcome.’’ He 
referred to a recent study which showed 
that in 85 percent of the cases reviewed, 
one of the principal motivational factors 
in surrogate parenting is financial gain. 

‘‘The wisdom of AB 3200 is that it 
would at least strip away all possibility of 
greed in such a compact. Perhaps under 
our Constitution, this is the best that can 
be done,”’ said Father Wood.

Big is the latest and best film in the 
current genre of films that feature inter- 
generational body-switching for fun and 
profit. Sweet-natured and infused with 
the same childlike wonder and negative 
adult sensibilities found in ‘‘E.T.,”’ 
““Big,’’ directed by actress Penny 
Marshall, has all the earmarks of a classic. 

When 12-year-old shortie Josh Baskin 
(David Moscow) makes a wish to be big 
on a broken-down fortune-telling 
machine at a local carnival, he wakes up 
the next morning trapped in a 30-year-old 
body. As Josh, the child-man (Tom 
Hanks), he scares his knife-wielding 
mother out of her wits and escapes with 
his best friend, Billy (Jared Rushton) to a 
sleazy Times Square hotel where he holes 
up, finds a job in a computer toy firm and 
rises through the ranks by beguiling his 
young-at-heart boss (Robert Loggia) and 
a burned out corporate executive 
(Elzabeth Perkins) who ultimately falls in 
love with him. 

The plot, however, is eclipsed by the 
wonderful craziness that results as the 
man acts against type, size and visible age 
to remain the child that he actually is. His 
ability to survive and even thrive in the 
corporate environment and in a glitzy loft 
apartment of his own is farfetched, but 
this is a fantasy and it works. Thanks to 
sensitive direction by Marshall and a 
script minus the usual cliches that turn 
such fantasies into comic books, the film 
deals with real people who experience 
emotions and longings that everyone will 
identify with. 

Hanks is superb as big Josh. 
Frightened at first when he must make it 
on his own, he quickly finds his niche with

Predictable humor is the mainstay of 
Funny Farm, lightweight summer 
entertainment starring Chevy Chase and 
directed by George Roy Hill (‘‘The 
Sting’’). 

Although we’ve seen much of this 
before in much better films (‘‘The Egg 
and I’’), “‘Funny Farm’ concerns the 
travails of city folks whose dreams of an 
idyllic life in the country are smashed by 
the reality of ornery neighbors, a mass 
influx of insects and other unpleasant 
wildlife and gross inconveniences that 
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would drive the hardiest New Yorker 
wild. 

When Andy and Elizabeth Farmer 
(Chevy Chase and Madolyn Smith) give 
up their West Side apartment for a 
glorious farmhouse in the wilds of 
Vermont, he anticipates writing a novel 
and she looks forward to starting a family. 
Before they can come anywhere near 
reaching their goals and find some 
semblance of happiness, however, their 
marriage unravels at the seams, he turns 
to the bottle and they plot to dump the 
house on the next city suckers who come 
down the pike. 

While Chase is very sympathetic and 


less manic here than usual and Smith is 
his perfect foil, the gags are mostly 
predictable and overdone and the film is 
much too long. All-in-all, ‘Funny Farm’’ 
is a painless black comedy that will be 
especially humorous to those who’ve ever 
dreamt of chucking the urban rat race for 
a simpler life in the country.

DESCANSO — Our Lady of Light 
parish in this mountain community in 
east San Diego County couldn’t incur 
another debt, yet still was in dire need of a 
parish hall. 

So the parishioners started seeking the 
necessary donations of funds, materials, 
professional services and then donated 
their own skills and labor. The result is a 
3,600-square-foot parish center that was 
built with their own skills and hands and 
without a loan. Bishop Leo T. Maher 
dedicated the facility on May 28. 

A three-year project, the actual 
construction took a little over a year and 
cost less than $100,000, but its value has 
been estimated at more than $250,000. 

The project was not without precedent. 
The parish church, dedicated in 1969, 
was also built by volunteers of the parish. 

Founded in 1935, Our Lady of Light 
parish, which now has about 100 families, 
includes a general contractor, an 


electrician, a plumber, a roofer and other 
skilled workers, all of whom donated their 


services on the parish center. 

It was a parish with 87 children in its 
religious education and teen life programs 
and no place to meet. 

The complex contains a small church, 
which parishioners also built some years 
ago, anda rectory. An an old 800-square- 
foot cottage was the main place available 
for meetings and classes. The rectory’s 
garage was converted into a meeting 
room. 

Now the parish has an _ attractive, 
spacious and functional building with 
expandable partitions that create several 
rooms for classes and meetings or one 
large room that will seat 300 people. 

This year’s Confirmation, which was 
also on May 28, was held in the new 
parish center as the church seats only 200. 

Parishioner Lenore Carrillo told the 
Southern Cross, the facility’s chairs are in 
place, but tables are still needed. 

Also, the center is still in need of a 
refrigerator and a stove. 

Unless they are donated or funds to 
buy them are contributed, those and 
other necessities will be purchased as soon 
as finances become available, she said.
